The  defmitions  of  levels  that  are  used  in  this  Directory  (appearing  in 
brackets  behind  course  titles,  weeks,  etc.)  may  be  useful  in  providing 
general  information  about  programs,  especially  in  a comparative  sense. 
However,  because  of  the  lack  of  precision  of  these  definitions  and  their 
emphasis  on  oral  skills  they  should  not  be  used  as  a basis  for  referral  or 
assessment. 


Basic  Literacy:  For  learners  with  very  limited  reading  and/or  writing  skills 
in  their  own  language.  Speaks  only  a little  English,  if  at  all. 


Beginner:  For  learners  with  very  little  vocabulary  and  speaking  ability. 
Understands  only  a little  English,  usually  with  the  help  of  gestures. 


Low-Intermediate:  Can  speak  in  simple  sentence  structures,  although  their 
speech  tends  to  be  somewhat  fragmented.  Vocabulary  limited  to  familiar, 
high-frequency  words.  Listening/understanding  ability  usually  somewhat 
better  than  speech  production. 


High-Intermediate:  Can  usually  function  within  a known  framework.  Can 
comprehend  instructions,  questions  spoken  at  a normal  pace  and  can 
complete  simple  writing  tasks,  although  not  always  accurately.  Can  read 
short  passages  on  familiar  topics. 


Advanced:  Speech  connected,  with  minimal  hesitations,  although  not 
entirely  fluent.  Can  read  longer  passages;  write  with  fewer  errors,  but  not 
on  more  abstract  topics.  Can  control  directions  of  conversations  and  initiate 
topics. 
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AdvancedITransitional:  Speech  is  approaching  fluency;  can  read  and 
write  on  more  abstract  topics.  Advanced  classes  at  these  levels  are  aimed  at 
preparing  students  for  entrance  to  other  educational  programs  and 
institutions. 

Multilevel:  Courses  that  are  offered  to  a group  of  students  with  diverse 
English  language  skills  that  may  range  from  Basic  Literacy  to  Advanced/ 
Transitional  levels.

a)  Language  Instruction  for  Newcomers  to  Canada  (LINO 

This  program  provides  basic  introductory  language  instruction  and  orientation  to  assist  adult 
immigrants  (permanent  residents,  not  Canadian  citizens)  in  their  integration  to  Canadian 
society.  Eligible  newcomers  receive  tuition  free  full  or  part-time  ESL  training.  Child  minding 
and  transportation,  if  required,  may  also  be  available. 

b)  Labour  Market  Language  Training  TLMLT) 

This  program  provides  specialized  or  advanced  language  training  needed  by  immigrants  to 
acquire  job  skills  or  make  use  of  existing  skills  which  are  in  demand  in  the  labour  market. 
Depending  on  individual  circumstances,  tuition,  books,  supplies  and  a living  allowance  may 
be  provided. 

Basic  eligibility  requirements: 

- have  achieved  a basic  level  of  language  competency 

- have  occupational  skills  or  the  potential  to  acquire  skills  required  by  the  local  labour  market 

c)  Unemployment  Insurance  HJD 

Depending  on  individual  circumstances,  including  the  relationship  between  lack  of  English 
and  being  unemployed,  individuals  receiving  UI  may  be  able  to  receive  regular  UI 
benefits  while  taking  ESL  training.

a)  Alberta  Vocational  Training  Student  Support  (AVT^

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Basic  eligibility  requirements: 

- a resident  of  Alberta  for  the  past  12  months 

-18  years  of  age  or  over  and  out  of  secondary  school  for  at  least  12  months 


a)  Alberta  Vocational  Training  Student  Support  (Cont*d) 

- entering  training  that  is  suited  to  applicant's  abilities,  interests,  background  and  with 
potential  to  increase  employability 

- unemployed

b)  Vocational  Rehabilitation  for  Disabled  Persons  (VRDP)

Funding  support  may  be  available  while  in  training  or  employment. 

Basic  eligibility  requirements: 

- permanent  physical  or  mental  handicap  which  creates  a barrier  to  employment 

- be  a resident  of  Alberta  for  at  least  12  months 

- 18  years  of  age  or  over 

- unemployed 

- participation  in  career  counselling  to  develop  an  appropriate  career  plan  and  employment 
goal 

Assistance  varies  depending  on  individual  situation.

a)  Full-time  Study 

Student  loans  for  full-time  study  may  be  available  to  cover  tuition,  books  and  a living 
allowance.

- enrolled  in  approved  course  of  study 

- demonstrated  financial  need 

b)  Part-time  Study 

A part-time  study  bursary  to  a maximum  of  $300/semester  may  be  available  based  on 
demonstrated  fmancial  need  to  cover  tuition,  books,  babysitting  and  travel.  The  bursary  does 
not  have  to  be  repaid. 

Be  sure  to  apply  to  the  Students  Finance  Board  at  least  two  months  prior  to  starting  school. 
The  Students  Finance  Board  also  provides  information  on  awards,  bursaries  and  scholarships.
